Chapter 3413— [No. L] 
AN ACT for the Assessment aud Collection of Revenue. 

The People of the State of Florida, represented in Senate 
<and Assembly, do enact as folloius : Section J. All property, a r "I;£ otb (>f tox " 
real and personal, in this State, not hereby expressly exempt 
therefrom, shall be subject to taxation in the maimer provide.il 
by law. 

Sec. 2. -Heal property shall, for the purpose of taxation, be"Beai proper- 
oonstrued to include land, and all buildings, fixtures and other ty,,(icttned * 
improvements thereon, and the terms land and real estate, when 
used in this chapter, shall be construed as having the same mean- 
ing as the term real property. 

Sec. 3. The terras personal property and personal estate, as ivrs.mui j.rop- 
used in this chapter, shall have the same meaning, aud shall, oir - v,k ' lilie ''- 
for the purpose of taxation, be construed to include all goods 
and chattels, moneys and effects ; all boats and vessels, whether 
at home or abroad ; all debts due or to become due from solvent 
debtors, whether on account, contract, note, or otherwise; all 
public stocks or shares in all incorporated compauies. 

Sec. 4, The following property shall be exempt from taxa- Exemptions 

•^JQjl . " from taxation. 

1st. All property, real and personal, of the United States and 
of this State. 

2d. All public property of the several counties, cities, vil- 
lages, towns and school districts in this State, used or intended 
for public purposes, except lands bid off for taxes for the use of 
anv of said counties, cities, villages, towns or school districts. 
2 
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3d. The property of all literary, benevolent, charitable ami 
scientific institutions within this State as shall be actually occu- 
pied and used by them solely for the purpose for which they 
have been or may be organized, but property of such institu- 
tions which is rented, and the rents, issues and profits only used 
by such institutions, shall not be exempt from taxation ; nor 
shall any property held by them as an investment or for specu- 
lation be exempt from taxation. 

4th. All houses of public worship, and the lots on which they 
are situate, and the pews or siips and furniture therein ; every 
parsonage and all burying grounds, tombs and rights of burial, 
but any building, being a house of worship, which shall be 
reuted or hired for any other purpose except for schools, shall 
be taxed the same as any other property. 

5t)i. All public libraries, and the real and personal property 
belonging to and connected with the same, consisting of the 
library itself, and real and personal property held for the actual 
use and occupation of such library only, and not for rent, profit 
or speculation. 

Oth. All property, real and personal, held by and belonging 
to any agricultural society in this State, and used exclusively 
for the meetings or exhibitions of such society, which now is or 
may hereafter be lawfully organized in pursuance of law. 

S»j. ft. The term money or moneys, whenever used in this 
act, shall be held to' mean gold and silver coin, United States 
Treasury and bank notes, and every deposit which any person 
owning the same or holding in trust and residing in this State 
is entitled to withdraw in money on demand. The term credits, 
whenever used in this act, shall be held to mean and include 
every claim and demand for money or other valuable thing, and 
every annuity or sum of money receivable at stated periods, 
due or to become due. The term parcel of real property, and 
parcel of land, whenever used in this act, shall each be held to 
mean contiguous quantity of land in the possession of, owned 
by, or recorded as the property of the same claimants, person 
or company. Every word importing the singular number only 
may extend to and embrace the plural number ; and every word 
importing the plural number may be applied and limited to the 
singular number; and every word importing the masculine gen- 
der only may be extended to and applied to females as well as 
males. Whenever the word " oath " is used in this act it may 
be held to mean affirmation, and the word " swear " in this act 
may be held to include affirm. 

Skc, 0. All the lands shall be assessed in the county, town 
or city in which the same shall be, and every person shall be 
assessed in the city, county or town in which he resides when 
the assessment is made, for all lands then owned by him within 
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such county, city or town ; but lands owned by one person and 1883. 
occupied by another may be assessed in the name of the owner 
or occupant. 

Sec. 7. All lands not returned to the Assessor may be assessed *' Unknown 1 ' 
as " unknown." 

Sec. 8. The real estate of incorporated companies, liable to Lands of incor 
taxation, shall be assessed in the city, county or town in which gessment'and 
the same shall be, in the same manner as real estate of indi- * {l,e of - 
viduals, and may be returned and sold in the same manner as 
property owned by individuals. 

Sko. 9. All property held by any religious society, the rents, Assessment of 
issues and profits of which only are used for religious or educa-J^^^J^J, 
tional purposes, or as an accumulating fund, or for other uses tie*? 
than religious worship or educational purposes, whether per- 
gonal or real, may be assessed to the Treasurer of such society, 
and shall be assessed and taxed in the county where the prop- 
erty is situated. 

Sec. 10. The owner or holder of stock in any incorporated stock, 
company or corporation, which is taxed on its capital, shall not 
be taxed as an individual for such stock. 

Sko. 11. No person shall engage in or manage the business, occupational

profession or occupation mentioned in this section, unless a o-iium. 
8tate license shall have been procured from the Collector of 
Revenue, which license shall be issued to each person on re- 
ceipt of the amount hereinafter provided, together with the 
Clerk's fee for each license of twenty five cents, and shall be 
signed by the Collector of Revenue and Clerk of the Circuit 
Court. Counties, incorporated cities and towns, may impose 
such further taxes, of the same kind upon the same subjects, 
as they may deem proper, when the business, profession or oc- 
cupation shall be engaged in or managed within such county, 
city or town ; but they shall not impose any such tax on any 
business, profession or occupation not mentioned in this section, 
nor shall the tax- imposed by such city, town or county exceed 
fifty per cent, of the State tax. No license shall be issued for 
more than one year, and all licenses shall expire on the first 
day of October of each year, but fractional licenses may be is- 
sued to expire on that day, at a proportionate rate estimating 
from the first day of the month in which the license is so is- 
sued. And all licenses may be transferred with the approval Transfer of 
of the Comptroller, with* the business for which they W ere licen * c -- 
taken out, when there is a bona fide sale and transfer of the 
business, but such transferred license shall not be held to be 
good for any longer time or any other place than that for 
which it was originally issued :

ty-five to fifty lodgers or boarders, fifty dollars ($50); with ao 
comraodations for fifteen to twenty-five lodgers or boarders, 
twenty-five dollars ($25); public eating saloons or restaurants, 
having accommodations for seating more than ten persons, 
twenty-five dollars ($25), and those less than ten, five dollars 
($5). Accommodation for lodgers shall be construed to mean 
the number of beds habitually kept for such lodgers, and not 
the number of rooms contained in the house. 

2d. Keepers of billiard tables, ball pool tables, or other ta- 
bles where billiards or pool is played, when such tables are kept 
for other than private use, shall pay in each county and for 
each table a license tax of fifteen dollars, and all keepers of 
bowling alleys, skating rinks and shooting galleries, when such 
alleys, rinks or galleries are kept for other than private use, for 
each alley, rink or gallery, shall pay in each county and for 
each rink, alley or gallery, a license tax of fifteen dollars. 

3d. Dealers in spirituous, vinous or malt liquors shall pay a 
license tax of three hundred dollars ($300) in each county for 
each place of business ; and dealers paying the same and re- 
ceiving a license therefor shall be authorized to sell spirituous, 
vinous and malt liquors, or any of such liquors ; but neither 
spirituous, vinous nor malt liquors shall be permitted to be sold 
unless said license tax is first paid, and a license therefor first 
taken out. * Distillers of spirituous liquors shall pay a license 
tax of three hundred dollars in each county for each place of 
business. 

Any person who shall sell spirituous, vinous or malt liquors, or 
any preparation composed in whole or in part of* such liquors, 
shall be deemed a dealer in spirituous, vinous or malt liquors 
within the meaning of this act ; Provided, however, That a 
druggist shall be allowed to use spirituous, vinous or malt li- 
quors in compounding medicines and the preparation of prescrip- 
tions made by regular practicing physicians; Provided further. 
That druggists may sell such mixtures as -are made officinal in . 
the United States Dispensatory without being required to take 
out a license to sell spirituous, vinous or malt liquors. 

Dealers in spirituous, vinous or malt liquors who carry on or 
conduct the business on any boat or vessel, in this State, shall 
be required to take out one State and county license for each 
boat or vessel in which the business is carried on, which shall 
be taken out in the county where the principal business ofii^f 
of such boat or vessel is located, and which license shall aft* 
thorize them to sell liquors anywhere along their line of travel; 
Provided, That if they sell liquors to other persons than the 
passengers and crew of such boat or vessel at any stopping 
point or landing in any other county than the one in which they 
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obtained license, they shall be subject to the license required to 1883. 
be paid by liquor dealers in •such county, city or town at which 
they have so stopped or landed. When the principal business 
office of such boat or vessel is not located in the State of Flori- 
da, the license herein required shall be taken out in that coun- 
ty in which they first engage in the business of selling liquors. 

4th. Dealers in manufactured tobacco or cigars shall pay a Tobacco and ci- 
license tax of ten dollars in each county and for each place of £ ar dealers.

Theatrical shows or minstrel troupes or other 
traveling exhibitions shall pay a license tax often dollars ($10) 
in each county, in which they may exhibit ; shows commonly 
known by the name of " variety shows" of a theatrical, min- 
strel, or spectacular character, and all shows that combine any 
of said characteristics, in which females are employed as wait- 
ers, shall pay a license tax of twenty-dollars (#20) for each per- 
formance given by them; Provided, That local amateur per- 
formances, or exhibitions for charitable purposes, shall be ex- 
empt from the provisions hereof. 

9th. Owners or managers of each boat used wholly or in part 
for peddling, of less than twenty tons, shall pay for license ten 
dollars, and for more than twenty tons shall pay for license 
thirty dollars; hawkers and foot-peddlers shall each pay for 
license ten dollars ; Provided, The words peddlers and hawkers 
shall not apply to the venders of religious books. Peddlers

10th. All banks and bankers, banking firms, or brokers, shall

The People of the State of Florida, represented in Senate 
and Assembly, do enact as folloivs : Section 1. That section 
one of the above act entitled au act to keep in good repair the 
public roads and highways in this State, approved March 7th. 
1881, be and the same is amended to read as follows : That 
the supervisors of each and every road in any county in this 
State shall return under oath after each road working a list 
of all hands notified to work said road, and who have failed or 
refused to work said road, who in his judgment shall not have 
a legal excuse for failing to work said road, to the Justice of

The People of the State of Florida, represented in Senate 
and Assembly, do enact as follows : Section 1. That Town- 
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send Cox, Win. Fullerton, John H. Fry, L. M. Lawson, S. T. 
Meyer, Micheal Jacobs, and David McAdain, of the City of 
New York; John C. Brown, of Tennessee; Wm. Mahone, 
Wm. E. Cameron, A. W. Jones and V. D. Groner, of Vir- 
ginia ; John P. Jones, of Nevada ; Benj. F. Butler, of Massa- 
chusetts ; W. H. Manning, of Ohio ; and their associates, suc-

Whereas, James M. Loweree, the owner of a majority of the 
stock, and the principal proprietor and projector of said rail- 
way company, having died in S ptember, 1881, with said ma- 
jority of stock in his hands, and it being necessary to procure 
legalty said stock to said company, which caused a delay in the 
rapid prosecution and completion of said, road within the time 
prescribed in said act, being the 28th of February, 1883 ; 

The People of the State of Florida, represented in Sena fr- 
aud Assembly, do enact as follows: Section 1. That the 
third section of said act shall read as follows, to-wit : Sec- 
tion 3d. The rights hereby granted and acquired shall be for- 
feited, unless the said railroad be commenced within six months 
and completed as far as St. Augustine within two years and six 
months from the 28th February, 1881. This being an exten- 
sion of six months for the completion of said railroad to St. 
Augustine. 

Sec. 2. That section six of said act shall read as follows, to-wit : 
Section 6. That no rights shall vest under this act unless the 
construction of said railroad shall be commenced within six

Whereas, The Jacksonville, St. Augustine and Halifax River Preamble 
Railway Company obtained a charter by act of the Legisla- 
ture of this State, approved February 28, 1881, and at the 
same time obtained a grant of all lands lying in each alternate 
numbered section lying withing six miles of their line of 
road ; And whereas, Said company has filed their survey of 
their route, has graded the road from Jacksonville to St. 
Augustine, has ironed over twenty miles of road, and said 
road is fast approaching completion ; And whereas, It is 
ascertained that a very large proportion of the land granted

S. Colson was disabled for life ; and besides the great 
pain suffered, she was entirely bed-ridden for a period of at 
least six months thereafter, requiring daily and constant at- 
tendance and nursing ; and now, after the lapse of near two 
years, she is unable to walk without assistance, and only then 
with much pain, or to perform any domestic or household 
work to aid in the maintenance of herself and family ; and
